Most of the “no" answers were 
from veterans who had seen no 
action or who had not been over¬ 
seas. Often seen was the remark 
that even though they knew they 
didn't deserve an education they 
would be fools not to-- take ad¬ 
vantage of what was being offered 


on a platter. A scattering of vot¬ 
ers thought the question stupid 
or ill-put. Numerous allusions 
were made to government waste 
of money on far more expensive 
projects not nearly so worthy, raid 
a surprisingly large number com¬ 
mented bitterly on sending of 
money abroad. A frequent answer 
was that the government owed 
the vet something for time wasted 
in the servcles. Interesting or rep¬ 
resentative comment: 

Do you think the government 
owes you an education ? 

(Yes) It is written, “An eye for 
an eye, a tooth for a tooth." I 
gave Sam four years of growth, 
and let him give me the four 
back. 

(No) But I think it’s a wonder¬ 
ful gesture of appreciation. 

(Yes) Because I was in col¬ 
lege when drafted. A college edu¬ 
cation is a small token, compared 
with three years spent in service. 

(Yes) I am a dam taxpayer. 

(Yes) Silly question. 

(No Opinion) I will say, how¬ 
ever, that I would have been 
more than willing to have paid 
for my own education rather than 
spend any one night on the front 
lines. I spent many there. 

(Yes) Everyone else is making 
a fool of Uncle Sam. 

Yes) They have just as well 
spend it on us as Britian, Yugo¬ 
slavia. 

(Yes) Our country need a high¬ 
er education. Some students could 
not get an education otherwise. 

(No) But if a good thing is 
thrown one’s way he naturally 
takes advantage of it. 

(Yes) I spent three years in 
service while everyone else was 
making money. The government 
cannot return the time or money, 
so they should give me an edu¬ 
cation to supplement what I have 
lost.

(Yes) There is not enough room 
here to begin to list the reasons 
why the government owes the vet¬ 
erans an education. 

(Yes) The taxpayers should be 
glad to give an education to the 
young men and women who sacri¬ 
ficed their lives to help win the 
war while they were at home 
mtiking high salaries. 

(No) Nb one seems to think 
that it was a privilege to go to 
the Army; yet, looking back, I 
see it was. These guys who holler 
the government owes them this 
and that never stop to think they 
weren’t fighting for anybody but 
themselves. They sound like a 
spoiled brat who wants a dollar 
from his old man because he put 
out a fire in the seat of his own 
pants. 

(Yes) The government can pay 
me for my texts, but it can never 
repay my wasted time.
